Except on grass-leguime ana 
legume stands, phosphate should 
be applied at seeding time. 

Mr. Goettel said that in some 
instances tests have shown that 
fall fertilizer applications were 
somewhat better than spring ap¬ 
plications on land which received 
ttttle moisture the following 
spring. However, fall fertilizing is 
not recommended for the brown, 
dark brown and thin black soil 
zones where the yearly amount of 
moisture is usually more limited 
than it was in other areas, nor 
for areas where the soil is 
coarse (sandy) or the topography 
of the land is very uneven. Under 
the latter conditions the fertilizer' 
could be lost through leaching and 
water run off. 

If you are going to fall ferti¬ 
lize, Mr. Goettel says the best 
time to apply the fertilizer Is be 
tween October 1 and freeze-up. In 
the case of stubble land, he ad¬ 
vises applying the fertilizer be¬ 
fore the last fall cultivation. Many 
farms In Alberta have broadcasting 
equipment mounted on cultivators 
and chisel plows for doing this 
job. This could save one operation, 
whether in the fall or the spring. 

Fertilizer companies usually give 
substantial discounts on their fall 
deliveries. Storage costs are eli¬ 
minated and savings of from $2 
tot $4 a ton, and even up to £5 a 
ton on bulk orders, can be realiz¬ 
ed. Mr. Goettel suggested that far¬ 
mers consider buying fertilizers in 
bulk but stresses that, If they are 
to be stored, it would be wise to 
invest in proper storage facilities.

Dear Homemakers, 

As Thanksgiving time draws 
near, I am sure that a lot of the 
menfolk will be going out hunt¬ 
ing the game birds of the country¬ 
side. With this in mind, I thought 
that I would pass along informa¬ 
tion which may help you home¬ 
makers with the preparation and 
cooking of these game birds. 

VENTURES WITH GAME BIRDS 

Is It recommended to bleed and 
draw the bird immediately? Yes. 
Blood clots caused by gunshot or 
partially digested food in the gullet 
will cause the flesh to become off- 
flavoured. Rapid cooling is also re¬ 
commended. If out in the field, 
break neck, chop off head or 
severe veins and arteries of birds 
to drain blood. Knifing the birds 
is superior to the common old- 
fashioned way of chopping block 
method causing killing bruises and 
poor bleeding. It is legal to re¬ 
move the head but do not com¬ 
pletely clean the game of all iden¬ 
tification marks while out in the 
field. Never pile game birds in the 
trunk of v your car. Spread them 
out. 'fhis Vomits air to circulate 
among them and hasten cooling. 

WHY MUST THE OIL SAC BE 
REMOVED? 

A triangular piece of flesh at the 
base of the tail holds the oil sac, 
and if not preperly removed be¬ 
fore cooking, imparts a bitter off- 
flavour to the rest of the fowl. 


PRECAUTIONS DURING 
HOLDING PERIOD, WHEN 
DECIDING TO FREEZE WILD 
BIRDS 

Precautions should be taken for 
rapid adequate cooling. This hold¬ 
ing period is a most critical one. 
Birds held for 48 hours at ‘tem¬ 
peratures at high as 37 degrees F., 
will often develop strong flavors. 
There is a progressive loss of 
poultry flavour when birds are 
held after killing at temperatures 
above freezing. 

WHAT GIVES GAME, 
ESPECIALLY WILD DUCK, ITS 
STRONG FLAVOUR? 

The strong flavour comes from 
the oil in the sklq which is 
characteristic of all water birds. 
This is why some people prefer 
skinning birds. Birds should be 
eaten or frozen as fresh as possible 
as their oily flesh soon becomes 
rank. 

If you are planning to freeze 
your game. It would bo advisable 
to soak the bird before freezing it. 
IS THE WILD GAME FLAVOUR 

POSSIBLE TO OVERCOME? 

The wild flavour may be re¬ 
moved "to some extent” by several 
methods. One method and the most 
recommended Is to soak the bird in 
salt and cold water for 10-12 
hours or overnight. Baking soda 
and vinegar solutions have also 
been used. When roasting, rather 
than using a bread stuffing, filling 
the cavity with onions, carrots, 
apples, potatoes or a combinations 


of these absorbs some of the wild 
flavour. Those may or may not 
be served. It is interesting lo note 
that some ta'ali/ing recipes have 
suggested using wine or sour milk 
to marinate the bird
